eral courts.  Jackson  W.  Giles  has  now 
gone  twice  to  t'-e  Urlteri  State  Supreme 
Court  for  relief  from  the  discrimina- 
tion practiced  against  him  by  tbe  Ala- 
bama authorities,  and  each  time  baa 
been  thrown  out  of  court  on  a  techni- 
cality. Iu  tbe  rormer  case  three  mem- 
bers of  the  court.  Justices  Harlan, 
Brewer  and  Brown,  took  bis  side  and 
Justice  i: re wer  pretty  sharply  riddled 
heargument  by  whiob  Justice  Holmes 
u  tbe  msjorlty  opinion,  brosdened 
the  scope  of  the  case  beyond  the  re- 
cord of  appeal  ou  the  question  of  the 
Circuit  Conrt'a  jurisdiction,  and  pro- 
ceeded to  to  declare  tbat,  as  UUea  at- 
tacked the  validity  of  the  new  Alaba- 
ma ooustitulou,  be  could  have  no 
standing  aa  a  petitioner  for  registra- 
tion claiming  tbat  be  was  qualified  uu- 
Justice  Brewer  held  tbat  uo 
question  but  tbat  of  jurisdiction  was 
before  tue  court,  that  tbe  lower  court 
clearly    had  jurisdiction, 

refusal  of  tbe  circuit  judge  to  take 
it  should  bave  beeu  reversed. 

In  tbe  later  case  ju*t  decided  Uiles 
gets  less  comfort.  Jus 
alone  disHeut*  from  the  prevailing 
opinion,  wru  eu  by  Justice  Day.  The 
caae  Is  again  dismissed,  tbt*  time  for 
want  of  jurisdiction.  Giles  brought 
action  in  tbe  state 
tested  He  then  appealed  on  tbe 
ground  that  hi*  right  uuder  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  United  Stales  were  de- 
nied .  It  seems,  however,  tbat  in  tbe 
state  oourta  be  did  not  base  bia  olaim 
to  registration  on  those  rights,  but  en* 
ou  bis  rjgbl*  uudtr  tbe  atate  laws. 
Hence  no  Federal  question  was  raised 
on  which  the  Lulled  Statea  oeitrta 
could  review  the  action  of  the  slate 
tribunals;  for  all  that  appeared,  regie- 
try  was  deuied  for  reasons  other  than 
auy  which  would  have  intriuged  his 
rights  under  the  Pederal  Constitution. 
This  omission  was  latal  to  his  appeal. 

Neither  of  tbeae  cases  secured  a  de- 
cision the  lutrila  of  tbe  question  of  Ne- 
gro rigbts  and  the  valid  ly  of  the 
southern  Stale  conatilbtion*  avowedly 
intended  to  disfrausbiae  .Negroes. 
1*  to  be  hoped  that  before  mug  some- 
body with  the  requisite  legal  skill  wilt 
gel  the  matter  aquamiy  bclure  Uie  su- 
preme Court  and  lorue  a 
the  validity  uf  the  di 
olauee  ol  these  constitution*.  Tue 
c  juri  will  make  void  any  suult  decision 
as  long  aa  it  can,  but  tor  thai  it  ia  not 
to  be  blamed.  No  wise  court  ever  goes 
out  ol  lis  way  to  dtcide  a  question,  ea. 
pecially  a  coutioveried  p  >Mlsaal  ques- 
tion, and  the  result  ol  one  conspicuous 
attempt  of  the  United  Stales  tiupreme 
Court  to  do  it  in  the  ItowC  Scolt  case  ie 
a  wainiug  which  will  not  be  lorgotteu.

MEWS  AND  NOTES. 


The  House  of  Delegates  of  Mary- 
land has  passed  a  "Jim  Crow  Car 
Law"  for  the  steamboats  and  trains 
in  that  state  except  express  tiasns. 
Every    Democrat   voted   for  the 


The  recent  decision  of  the  United 
State  Supreme  Court  in  the  Alaba 
ma  case  and  the  announcement  of 
the  probability  that  the  Virginia 
case  will  meet  the  same  fate,  are 
not  surprises  to  those  who  have 
followed  the  trend  of  the  decisions 
of  that  bodv  upon  questions  involv- 
ing the  rights  of  citizenship  of  Ne- 
groes. There  is  some  hope  however 
in  the  lact  that  the  Alabama  case 
was  dismissed  upon  i  technicality 
and  not  upon  its  merits,  and  that 
when  a  case  gets  properly  betore 
the  court  in  such  a  way  as  to  make 
evasions  impossible,  the  right  kind 
of  a  decision  must  come  unless  the 
general  government  is  willing  to  | 
admit  that  it  is  unable  to  protect 
the  rights  of  its  citizens  in  the  sev- 
eral states.  It  also  encourages  the 
belief  that  the  remedy  for  the  dis- 
franchisement o  f  Negroes  in  the 
South  must  be  found' in  legislation 
by  Congress  instead  oi  through  the 
courts,  but  be  that  as  it  may,  the 
question  tome  day  or  other  will  be 
settled  as  it  should  be  and  as  it 
must  be. 


The  case  of  Jackson  Giles 
volving  the  suffrage  clause  of  the 
new  constitution  of  Alabama  was 
dismissed  by  the  United  States  Su- 
preme  Court  for  want  of  jurisdic. 
tion.  This  does  not  finally  dispose 
of  the  question  for  this  is  only  one 
of  a  series  oi  cases  involving  the 
constitutionality  cf  the  Alabama 
suffrage  laws  brought  about  the 
same  time  so  as  to  avoid  unneces- 
sary delay  in  bringing  other  suits  if 
the  first  one  was  decided  adversely. 
But  this  decision  indicates  the  trend 
of  reasoning  followed  by  the  court 
and  again  shows  that  Associate 
Justice  Harlan  is  the  only  Justice 
on  the  bench  that  may  be  depend- 
ed upon  under  all  circumstances  to 
sustain  the  contention  that  the 
Constitution  of  the  United  states 
guarantees  equal  rights  to  every 
i  exclusive  privileges  to 


WHILE  Gov.  Vardaman  of  Miss 
issippi  may  be  opposed  to  the  edu 
cation  of  the  Negro  and  is  willing 
to  have  him  grow  up  in  ignorance, 
and  vice,  he  seems  to  be  unwilling 
to  have  him  lynched  and  burned  by 
mobs  in  that  State,  and  for  that 
endorsement  of  legal  trial  and  legal 
punishment,  he  should  be  given  due 
credit.  Last  Sunday  he  wtnt  to 
Dadesville  in  that  State  in  person 
to  prevent  the  lynching  of  a  Negro 
prisoner,  and  did  have  him  remi 
ed  to  a  place  of  salety  to  await  trial 
under  at  least  the  foi  ms  of  the  law. 
He  declared  that  he  was  opposed 
to  mob  voilecce  and  pledged  him- 
self to  insist  upon  prompt  trials  and 
legal  punishment  of  prisoners  dur- 
ing his  term  of  office  If  this  was 
done  in  every  state,  lynching  would 
cease  and  the  law  would  be  respect 
ed  and  enforced.

Herod  the  Great  to  whom  his  father 
had  left  the  province  of  Galilee  and 
Pelrea.  Tetrarch  is  a  ruler  of 
fourth,  and  Herod' s  dominion  are 
said  to  have  been  one-fourth  af  the 
Roman  province  of  Syria.  He  had 
inherited  all  his  father's  vileness  of 
moral  character  without  his  strength 
courage  and  ability. 

"This  is  John  the  Baptist;  he  is 
risen  from  the  dead." — Conscience 
was  not  dead  in  this  wicked 
though  it  had  no  power  to  restrain 
him.  Like  so  many  who  defy  the 
authority  of  God  and  refuse  to  be- 
lieve his  prophets.  Herod  w 
perstitious,  Such  men  are  always 
ready  to  believe  the  untrue.  Herod 
could  believe'  John  had  risen  from 
the  dead,  but  we  never  hear  of  his 
believing  in  the  resurrection  of  Jes- 
us. A  bad  man  he  had  believed  in 
a  miracle,  but  that  belief  did  not 
had  him  to  repentance. 

"For  Herodias'  sake," — His 
brother's  Philip's  wife.  Herodias 
was  a  grand  daughter  of  Herod  the 
Great,  and,  therefore,  both  her  hus- 
bands were  her  half  uncles.  This 
Philip  was  not  the  tetrarch,  but  an- 
other son  Herod  to  whom  had  left 
none  of  his  kingdom,  and  who  was 
living  in  obscurity  in  Rome.  Herod 
Antipas.  the  tetrarch,  had  been 
married  to  a  daughter  of  Aretas,  the 
king  of  Arabia.  But  on  a  visit  to 
Rome  he  had  met  Herodias,  a  beau- 
tiful, ambitous,  uncrupulous  w 
Her  husband  was  poor — Herod  was 
rich,  was  a  prince,  might  easily 
become  a  king  as  his  father  had 
done.  Therefore  she  entangled  h  m 
in  her  toils,  and  at  last  elope  with 
him,  taking  her  daughter  Salome. 
Herod  sent  away  his  wife  although 


and 

war  with  his  lathcr-in-law 
His  Marriage  with  Herod- 
ias was  his  ruin  tempoarily ;  soul 
was  no  doubt  ruined  before  he  met 
her.  The  marriage  shocked  his 
subjects,  who  were  still  further  al- 
ienated and  angered  by  the  murdt  1 
of  John  the  Baptist.  Aretas  defeat- 
ed him  in  war,  and  was  only  pre- 
vented from  completing  his  over- 
flow by  Roman  interposition.  He- 
rodias, in  her  ambition,  persuaded 
to  go  to  Rome  to  ask  the  title  ol 
king  from  the   emperor,  Caligula. 

But  instead  Caligula  deposed  him  

banished  him  to  Lyons  and  after- 
wards to  Spain,  where  he  died.  His 
downfall  began  on  the  day  he  first 
came  under  the  influence  of  Herodi- 
as. ytt  she  was  not  the  cause,  but 
If  a 

question  is,  how  came 
a  state  of  weak- 
ness and  wickedness  as  to  be  capa. 
ble  of  being  ruined  by  her?  Herodias 
could  not  have  influenced  John  the 
Baptist  had  he  been  in  Herod's  place 
no  more  than  Mary  of  Scotland 
could  John  Knox. 

"It  is  not  lawful"  (Levi8:6and 
16:20-21).— The  best  com  men  ta- 


"Herod's  birthday."— This  feast 
was  probably  kept  in  the  palace  of 
Machaerus,  and  John  was  in  a  dun- 
goon  beneath  the  palace.  In  the 
ruins  of  that  palace  two  dungeons 
can  yet  be  seen,  in  one  of  which 
doutbless,  the  Baptist  was  impris- 
oned, It  was  probably  due  to  the 
machinations  of  Herodias  that  Herod 
made  his  feast  here  instead  of  at 
Tiberias,  his  favorite  abode. 

"Danced  before  them " —I n  the 
midst,  The  danbe  was  a  pan 
ime,  probably  of  a  voluptouse  char- 
acter, and  was  performed  in  the 
midst,  with  the  intoxicated  party  on 
their  couches  forming  a  circle  about 
her,  Such  conduct  was  deemed 
immodest  by  Jews,  Greeds,  and 
Romans — Schatf. 

"And  she  being  before  instructed 
of  her  mother" — Instructed  here 
means  led  on,  instigated,  wrought 
upon.  Her  mother  had  put  her  up 
to  the  dancing,  and  after  Herod 
made  his  promise,  Salome  went  to 
her  mother's  apartments   and  was 


"Ina  chargei," — In  a  wide  shal- 
low dish,  a  platter,  The  narative 
seems  to  imply  that  the  head  of  the 
Baptist  was  brought  while  the  feast 
still  lasted  (Lange).  It  would  not 
take  long  for  the  execution,  or  to  go 
into  the  dungeon,  arouse  the  sleep- 
ing Baptist,  cut  off  his  head,  and 
bring  it  to  Salome  on  a  charger. 
Did  she  stand  there  "in  th< 
till  the  head  was  brought? 

There  is  no  more  tragic  or  terri- 
ble scene  in  history.  The  malignity 
the  cunning,  the  cruelty  of  it 
Salome  was  young  but  she  was  al- 
ready like  her  mother  in  character 
There's  a  sharp  contrast  'tweent  tr.e 
death  of  John  and  his  prototype's 
translation.  And  yet  who  shall  say 
that  a  chariot  of  light  was  a  more 
glorious  ending  for  God's  faithful 
one  than  the  chariot  of  swift  pain. 

The  one  human  being  whom  Je- 
sus treated  with  supreme  contempt 
was  this  weak,  wicked  Herod 
Whether  he  was  more  wicked  than 
others,  Pharasees  and  hypocrites 
whom  Jesus  denounced,  or  whether 
it  was  because  of  contemptible  weak- 
ness which  led  him  to  surrender  his 
manhood  to  an  imperious  wicked 
women,  no  one  can  say.  When 
Herod  sent  for  Jesus  with  polite 
words,  he  refused  to  go ;  when  he 
threatened  him  through  the  pre- 
tended friendly  warning  of  the  Phar- 
asees, Jrsus  called  him,  "that  fox" 
and  when  he  was  carried  a  prisoner 
by  the  Roman  soldiers  to  his  pres- 
ence Jesus  would  not  speak  to  him. 

|Sh"l?ed  by?Tnus  Herod  AntiP"  may  be  desig- 
nated as  the  representative  of  that 
class  with  whom  the  Saviour  enters 
upon  no  terms— Whom  he  avoids 
when  they  flatter,  rebukes  when 
they  threaten,  and  at  last  punishes 
by  complete  silence — (Lange) 

and  Jezebel  are  closely 
reproduced  in  Herod  and  Herodias. 
The  kings  were  both  weak  and 
wicked,  and  under  the  dominion  of
